Althoueh  baseball,  foot¬ 
ball,  NASCAR,  and  wrestling 
want  to  pretend  to  be 
America's  sport,  we  probably 
spend  more  time  at  me  game 
ot  "Gossip"  than  any  other 
sport.  While  I  suppose  eveiy 
sport  has  risks  in  it,  this  one  is 
fun  for  most  folks.  However, 
it  can  prove  to  be  deadly. 
Gossip  ts  the  spread  of  infor¬ 
mation  beyond  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  where  it  should  go.  It 
can  be  true  or  false,  implied 
or  inaccurate,  or  absolute 
truth  that  just  simply  leaves 
out  certain  facts. 

Gossip  is  usually  at  its  best 
when  we  are  telling  some¬ 
thing  that  is  not  known  by 
others.  It  is  somewhat  juicy, 
inside  information,  and 
reveals  that  we  are  people  of 
insight  with  a  clear  track  on 
the  mside  of  what  is  happen¬ 
ing.  Gossip  is  almost  always 
laced  with  information  that 
could  be  harmful.  I  do  not 
know  of  any  segment  or  sec¬ 
tor  of  socieW  that  is  not 
harmed  by  the  problem  of 
gossip  -  church,  family,  gov¬ 
ernment,  sports,  and  busi¬ 
ness.  We  don't  always  call  it 
gossip.  In  Washington  they 
call  it  "leaks."  In  church,  we 
sometimes  call  it  "concerns  or 
prayer  requests."  In  business 
It  IS  sometimes  seen  as  a 
"competitive  edge."  In  almost 
every  case,  it  is  nothing  more

gossiping  and  -bsssssssb 
gossipers.  Still,  it  seems  to 
mrive  in  om  culture,  seeming¬ 
ly  as  never  before.  In  a  world 
of  high-tech  communication, 
there  are  so  many  people 
walking  around  with  a  cell 
phone  m  hand  and  speed  dial 
ready  to  go.  They  can  be  virtu¬ 
ally  anywhere  on  the  globe, 
hear  a  piece  of  juicy  informa¬ 
tion,  and  immeoiately  connect 
with  somebody  a  million 
miles  away  to  let  them  know 
what  is  happening,  or  at  least 
what  they  think  is  happening. 

Add  to  diat  die  incredible, 
high-speed  travel  of  e-mail 
whereby  you  can  type  on  a 
screen  a  brief  message,  hit  a 
button  for  your  address  book, 
and  send  it  off  to  umpteen 
friends  at  one  touch. 
Immediately  everybody  will 
have  in  hand  die  information, 
or  misinformation,  or  as  many 
of  you  can  attest  to  worddess 
information. 

What  can  be  done  about  this 
situation?  Let  me  quickly  sug¬ 
gest  to  you  tiiree  helps  in  dem- 
mg  witii  gossip. 

•  First,  let's  look  at  Gossip 
Coppers.  It  would  help  eacn 
of  us  if  we  would  station  a 
guard  at  the  gate  of  our 
mouths.  Scriptures  say  that 
we  are  to  guard  our  speech! 
Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful  if 
we  could  employ  a  security 
guard  for  what  we  say?  We 
can,  if  we  can  put  a  right 
thought  process  in  our  minds 
and  a  noose  around  our 
tongues.  That  would  certainly 


slow  down  some  of  our  own  Stoppers.  If  someone  is  con-

don't  care  how  you  shape  it; 
everybody  you  tell  is  gomg  to 
tell  somebody.  If  you  ask 
them  not  to  tell  anybo<^  - 
they'll  tell  somebody.  Have 
you  ever  talked  to  somebody 
’'in  confidence"  and  asked 
them  to  keep  it  "in  confi¬ 
dence"  and  they  agree?  They 
mean  it;  but,  often  I  am  afraid 
that  what  they  mean  is  that 
they  will  receive  the  informa¬ 
tion  "in  confidence"  and 
promise  that  they  will  only 
pass  it  on  to  others  "in  confi¬ 
dence."  That,  my  friends,  is 
not  "in  confidence." 

In  thinking  about  this  cop, 
we  need  to  remember  Benjamm 
Franklin's  statement  from  Poor 
Richard.  He  said  we  ought  to 
remember  that  "he  who  gossips 
to  you,  will  gossip  about  you." 
It's  a  stinging  thought  isn’t  it? 

Another  cop  tiiat  I  would 
give  you  that  might  help  us  to 
keep  gossip  under  control  is  to 
remember  that  if  you  don't 
want  it  told,  don't  tell  it! 

One  other  cop  I  would  like 
to  give  you  to  help  guard 
your  speech  is  to  focus  on 
’'keeping  your  mouth  shut." 
Now,  the  reason  that  I  state  it 
that  way  is  because  the 
mouth  does  not  have  to  be 
focused  "to  open"  -  it  will 
open  automatically.  It  takes  a 
concentrated  effort  to  keep  it 
shut  and  I  am  convinced  mat 
only  God  can  give  us  the  kind

1.  Seardi  for  the  source.  Ask, 
"Where  did  you  get  that  infor¬ 
mation?"  "Who  actually  said 
that?"  "What  was  the  context?" 
"Was  anybody  else  there?" 
Reaching  for  tiie  source  of  the 
infonnafion  often  changes  the 
look  of  tile  information. 

Z  Asecond  thing  you  can  do 
is  ask,  "Can  I  quote  you  on 
^t?"  "Mercy  no!  No,  you  can 
tell  tiiat  he  said  it,  but  not  that  I 
said  it!"  would  most  likely  be 
their  reply;  but,  tiiey  just  said  it! 

3.  A  third  thing  that  stops 
gossip  is  that  if  you  are  where 
you  can,  and  somebody  is 
telling  you  something  about 
someone  else,  say,  "Let's  call 
him  and  ask  him."  That  usu¬ 
ally  is  not  met  with  agree¬ 
ment  and  many  times  can 
stop  gossip. 

•  One  other  thing  that  I 
would  give  you  to  help  con¬ 
trol  gossip  is  to  give  attention 


to  Gossip  Moppers.  How  do 
you  mop  up  me  mess  that 
gossip  leaves  behind?  It  can 
leave  a  person  devastated, 
ruin  a  person's  character, 
destroy  a  life,  affect  a  rela¬ 
tionship,  hurt  a  church,  and 
close  a  business.  For  someone 
who  genuinely,  sincerely,  and 
spiritually  wants  to  deal  with 
tnis  wild  force  among  us,  it  is 
important  to  learn  that  gossip 
is  sin.  Therefore,  it  must  be 
dealt  with  as  sin.  It  must  be 
confessed  to  God,  asking  for 
forgiveness  and  restoration  to 
a  new  approaidi  in  speech. 

I  personally  have  Known  of 
people  who  have  murdered 
others.  Many  times  I  have 
heard  them  confess  asking  God 
to  forgive  and  cleanse  thm.  On 
tiie  omer  hand,  I  have  known 
of  many,  many  more  people 
who  have  done  character  assas¬ 
sinations,  implied  tilings  tiiey 
knew  were  either  untrue  or 
uncertain,  spread  poison  strong 
enough  to  kill  a  thousand 
futures,  and  never  once  felt  the 
pain  of  what  their  wrong 
speech  had  inflicted. 

Occasionally,  I  will  hear 
someone  say,  "I  wish  I  had  said 
something,  and  tiiey  may 
be  correct.  They  wished  they 
had  said  sometiune  rather  than 
remaining  silent.  But,  when  it 
comes  to  gossip,  I  have  never 
known  of  a  time,  that  if  you 
waited  24  hours  and  looked 
back,  you  would  not  be  grate¬ 
ful  for  saying,  "I'm  glad  I  did¬ 
n't  s^  anythmg."
